Dear Sir:

It is my understanding an 
office was recently opened by 
the South Bay backers of Prop­ 
osition No. 16. I was frankly 
amazed that there was support 
for a measure, which at best, 
can be called stupid. Why do I 
say it Is stupid? Simply because 
it appeals, not. to reason, but to 
prejudice, and "ignorance is the 
father of prejudice".

The proponents of this meas­ 
ure, which would repeal free­ 
dom from taxation of non-profit 
schools below collegiate level, 
must be lacking completely In 
a basic knowledge of subjects 
taught In the primary grades. 
Their inability to master simple 
arithmetic is actually apnllinc. 
Non-profit school according to 
California Comptroller Robert 
Kirkwood, 
tax-payers 
crating expenses annually; and 
an additional $350,000.000 In 
capital expenditures. This they 
do by educating 340.000 students i 
in /their school. For this huge 
savlrtgs to us tax-payers, all they 
receive Is a tax exemption of 
$1,800,000.
